Bill  4188  "To  provide  further  for  the  national  security 
and  defense  by  stimulating  agriculture  and  facilitating 
the  distribution  of  agricultural  products;  ****** 
for  increasing  food  production  and  eliminating  waste; 

State  laws  providing  for  the  support  of  agricultural  and 
home  economics  extension  work  in  the  State. 

OBJECT  To  give  instruction  to  rural  and  urban  women  and  girls  in 

practical  methods  of  increasing  food  production  and  elim¬ 
inating  waste  and  promoting  conservation  of  food  by  edu¬ 
cational  and  derconst rational  methods,  through  county,  dis¬ 
trict,  and  urban  agents. 

METHODS  OF  A. Supplementing  the  work  in  progress  under  Project  No. 

PROCEDURE  Home  Economics  Extension  Work  by  Means  of  County  Home 

Demonstration  Agents,  and  in  counties  or  districts  where 
funds  are  not  available  for  starting  the  regular  county 
home  demonstration  agent  work,  emergency  home  demonstra¬ 
tion  agents  may  be  employed,  whose  duties  will  be  similar 
to  those  of  the  regular  home  demonstration  agents.  In 
counties  or  districts  where  local  cooperation  in  the  em¬ 
ployment  of  agents  in  the  usual  manner  is  not  obtainable, 
emergency  home  demonstration  agents  paid  wholly  by  the 
Department  and  College  may  be  assigned  to  undertake  limit¬ 
ed  lines  of  work  over  such  areas  and  for  such  periods  as 
may  seem  to  be  in  the  best  interests  for  food  production 
and  conservation. 

B. In  so  far  as  emergency  funds  are  available,  urban  emer¬ 
gency  home  demonstration  agents  will  be  employed  and  lo¬ 
cated  in  cities  with  a  population  of  40,000  or  more,  who 
will  cooperate  with  existing  organizations,  and  create 
new  organizations  where  necessary  and  feasible,  for  the 
purpose  of  giving  instruction  to  city  women  through  demon¬ 
strations,  lectures,  publications  and  otherwise  on  food 
production,  through  poultry  raising  and  home  gardening  in 
suburban  districts;  food  conservation  through  canning, 
drying,  and  preserving,  and  the  elimination  of  waste  and 
the  utilization  of  valuable  but  little  used  foods. 


,  ORGANIZATION  The  organization  contemplated  for  rural  counties  and  dis- 
'  tricts  is  that  of  the  regular  project,  Home  Economics 

Extension  Work  by  Means  of  County  Home  Demonstration 
*  Agents  with  such  modifications  relating  to  the  city  work 

as  may  be  found  necessary  and  expedient  in  securing 
efficiency.
